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pulted from the cruisers to provide 
“spotting” data for the aimers and 
trainers of our guns, have nearly 
all been taken back apoard within 
the last half hour and two or 
three who failed to return are 
heading toward relatively close 
American land bases. 

One of the lads dived his lumber- 
ing little biplane on a big Jap 
transport in the fog-shrouded har- 
bor and got shot in the heel by a 
Jap Zero plane that dived right 
after him; but our lad pulled out 
into a cloud bank and got back 
to his ship to enjoy the distinction 
of being our only battle casualty. 

“Good” Weather. 

Back, now, to the beginning. 
First, the almost unprecedentedly 
good weather of the voyage out. 
Once or twice, on the way to the 
approach point, we actually saw 
the sun. This afternon it was 
practically beautiful. A fine, 1200- 
foot ceiling of black, unyielding 
cloud. We were sure that today 
the day. 

We were maybe 40 miles from 


 Kiska's ‘southern shore when we 


hit the fog, the same old dirty 
fog. But it was nothing. Just a 
thin bank which began to lift al- 
most before we had got done with 
our preliminary cursing. If that 
stuff up ahead was as thin as the 
bank behind——. Unquestionably 
there was another bank dead ahead 
and behind it, or in it, lay Kiska. 

“Do these Japs make their own 
weather? What the hell is this, 
gome kind. of a secret weapon? 
They have their own personal fog- 
bank and they carry it around 
wherever they go. There’s a mark 
that says, ‘Made in Tokyo’.” 

We held our breath as the forma- 
tion plunged into the sickly ooze. 

But what a break to run through 
this stuff, secure all the while 
from shore batteries and aircraft 
and come out smack on the firing 
point, a mere four or five miles 
from the beach! 

_ It didn’t lift. It got thicker. We 
were actually within three miles of 
the breakers when we turned back.

F. HITS SAARBRUECKEN 
HARD IN NIGHT ASSAULT 


More Than°200 Planes Bomb German Coal 
~ and Steel Center—Many Fires 
Started. 


LONDON, Sept. 2 (AP)—A big 
force of Royal Air Force bombers 
attacked the German coal and 
iron center of Saarbruecken last 
night and the Air Ministry today 
described the raid, carried out in 
clear weather, as “an outstanding 
success.” 

More than 200 bombers were 
used, but the communique said only 
three bombers were lost, the low- 
est percentage since the R. A. F. 
undertook the mass attacks on Ger- 


many. 

Canadian flyers returning from 
the raid compared it to the R. A. 
F.’s 1000-plane attacks of the past 
for destructiveness, 

“If there’s a building that’s not 
burning I'll. be surprised, indeed,” 
said one, “Everything ‘seemed to 
go up in the air.”

CINCINNATI, Sept. 2 (AP).—As- 
serting that Americang should 
“feel more encouraged” about new 
United States war planes soon to 
be in action, Assistant Secretary of 
War John J. McCloy reported to- 
day that Army flyers shot 
down 234 Japanese aircraft since 
Feb. 1 while losing 108 planes. 

He added that there were more 

than half a million American fight- 
ing men on duty “outside the 
United States.” 
The totals, he said, speaking of 
planes, in a speech before the Vet- 
lerangs of Foreign Wars encamp- 
ment here, are based on accurate 
reports up to Aug. 30 and do not 
include planes lost on the ground, 
by anti-aircraft fire, or the 318 
Japanese craft destroyed by the 
American volunteer group. 

“To show that we are not op- 
erating on a descending curve,” he 
added, “the figures for the last 
week in Auguat for all Army planes 
in all theaters are 41 enemy planes 
destroyed, 26 probably destroyed, 
and six damaged—a total of 73 
casualties &s against one American 
plane destroyed, three missing, 
three damaged, for a total of seven 
casualties.” 

McCloy said that the P-47 now

But the 
weather, good as it has been, never 
cleared sufficiently over Kiska 
harbor, or over large sections of 
the island, to permit our planes to 
accomplish their spotting missions. 

We do not know, either, how 
much success the army had in its 
related mission of several hours of 
heavy bombing that was to pre- 
cede our attack. We saw no army 
planes ourselves, actually. All we

Mr. and Mrs. Thomas J. Cole 
Sr., 37 Ridgemoor drive, Clayton, 
have received from Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek a citation of the 
bravery of their son, Thomas J. 
Cole Jr., a member of the famed 
“Flying Tigers,” wso was killed 
in action last Jan. 30 during the 
fight for Burma. 

Exactly a year ago today Pilot 
Cole sailed from San Francisco 
with the American Volunteer 
Group that was to make history 


With its exploits against superior 


numbers of Japanese airmen. 
Cole’s plane was shot down on the 
Moulmein front. He was the sec- 
ond A. V. G. casualty. His asso- 
ciates have written the parents 
that Cole was machine gunned to 
death while he floated to earth in 
a parachute, 

The citation is the Army, Navy 
and Air Force Military Award Di- 
ploma of China. It is printed in 
Chinese characters on a large 
sheet of heavy paper. Translated, 
it says: 

“This is to certify that Mr. T. 
J. Cole, a pilot of the American 
Volunteer Group of the Chinese 
Air Force, has participated in the 
war of resistance against aggres- 
sion in» China and defended t*e 
sovereignty of the sky by fighting 
without thought of any sacrifice 
and scored striking results ~ for 
which this diploma is awarded to 
him in testimony of his splendid 
services.” The citation bears the 
seal of the Generalissimo. 

An accompanying record of -ail- 
itary achievement stated that Cole 
“displayed unparalleled courage in 
fighting the common enemy with- 
out minding any sacrifice and ded- 
icated his life to service. The mil- 
itary result achieved by him is 


worthy of our profound admira-/|. 


tion.” : 

His parents have been informed 
that Cole shot down at least two 
Japanese planes before his death. 

The citation was accompanied’by 
a brief letter from Brig. Gen. C, L. 
Chennault, commanding the A. V. 


G., mailed July 4 from Chungking,¢ 


China. It said: 

“I feel that you would like to 
have the diploma to remind you 
always that your son’s death was 
not in vain and that his sacrifice 
is appreciated by a great people.”

Bad News for Customers. _ - 

It was a sad day yesterday for 
Maher, who woefully telephoned 
hig food depositors to tell them of 
the refrigeration mishap, explain- 
ing he would be unable to get a 
replacement compressor for two of 
three weeks because of priorities. 

Maher tried to stem the tide by 
purchasing large. quantities of dry 
ice, to which a blower was at- 
tached, and at first he was hope- 
ful that this would keep the food 
at freezing temperature. 

His patrons, however, were not 
so optimistic and many house- 
wives were in tears as they loaded 
hundreds of pounds of beef, chi - 
en, lamb and other varieties ‘ 
meat into their automobiles, snif- 
fing suspiciously to see how much 
of it was spoiled. Also carted 
away were cherries, peaches and 
other fruit, dripping water fro’. 
their paper containers. 

Most of the unspoiled food was 
taken to other food locker com- 
panies, which mushroomed in the 
St. Louis area after the -first one 
was opened here last year. They 
operate on the principle of a safe 
deposit vault, with patrons keep- 
ing their own keys to their lock- 
ers, and removing portions as they 
need them. The meat is processed 
when first purchased so that it will 
not age if kept at freezing tem- 
perature. 

Irate Customers. 

The freezing machinery at the 
Polar Pantry company broke Sat- 
urday, and when efforts to repair 
it failed, Maher called each cus- 
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tomer. He said he thought that 
very little of the foodstuffs had 
spoiled, but there were many irate 
patrons who took issue with him, 
and a few even marched angrily 
to the office of the County Health 
Department. There they were told 
that it was a civil contract matter. 

One woman was heard complain- 
ing to Maher that a “thin fuzz” 
on her stored meat looked “funny,” 
but she was told that was but a 
symptom of the aging of the meat. 
After the “run” was finally over 
yesterday, only 25 lockers were 
still full, and these were moved 
by Maher to the Mound City Ice 
& Cold Storage Co., 900. Branch 
street. 

‘Today the Polar Pantry Food 
Lockers is locked tight, and Maher 
said the future is somewhat un- 
certain. Another blow, he remark- 
ed, yesterday in the midst 
of the\ confusion, when he had to 
turn down 45 applications for food 
lockers that flooded in following 
announcement of the meat ration- 


ing program.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2 (AP).— 
Attorney - General Biddle an-

7-Point Plan Urged.

Wage 
freezing alone is not the answer to 
inflation, the resolution declared. 
“Labor accepts, along with the 
other, phases of the President’s 
economic program, the goal of sta- 
bilization of wages,” the resolution 
declared. 

“The CIO has been consistently 
behind President Roosevelt’s and 
President Murray’s efforts to 
achieve this end. This does not 
and must not mean the freezing 
of wages. A ' 

“Stabilization of wages, con- 
sistent with. the President’s na- 
tional economic program, involves 
necessary adjustments to meet the 
problem of the rising cost of liv- 
ing, to protect substandard wage 
earners and to eliminate other out- 
standing inequalities. Further, the 
procedure of collective bargaining 
between organized labor and in- 
dustry must be preserved and pro- 
tected. To this program, labor 
gives its unstinting support. 
“The effective instrument for 
carrying out this program is the 
National War Labor Board. This 
board has representatives of labor, 
industry and the Government, 
thereby assuring adequate protec- 
tion for all the people. The pow- 
ers and jurisdiction of this board 
must be affirmed. Labor is op- 
posed to the naming of any czar 
or supreme dictator to regulate 
the economic affairs of the nation. 
Any such proposal is thoroughly 
inconsistent with the basic demo- 
cratic principles of our nation.” 
Indications are that the Presi- 
dent has not reached any final de- 
cisions on the shape of the new 
price-control setup. Conceivably 
he might turn back to the super- 
duper committee, perhaps as a 
compromise acceptable to most 
elements to be affected by the 
changes. 


PRESIDENT WEIGHS 
CURB ON SALARIES 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2 (AP).— 
From administration sources it 
was learned today that President 
Roosevelt has about decided to 
stabilize wages, but is debating 
whether to include salaries, as 
well, 

Wages and salaries, along wit 
control of farm prices, were 
to be the major issued to b 
sidered before the chief 
delivers his Labor day message on 
the cost of living. 

Wages Versus Salaries. 
Presidential advisers have  di- 
vided the compensation question 
into three parts, as follows: 
Wages—Primarily manual labor, 
especially in war factories, paid 
on an hourly or daily basis. Un- 
official guesses are that the Pres- 
ident will ask that wage rates in 
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crease is in proportion to the rise 
in the cost of living. Apparently, 
there wil be no interference with 
workers getting bigger pay en- 
velopes by working more hours. 

Salaries—Mostly white collar 
workers paid by the week, month 
or year, up to $10,000 a year. If 
included in stabilization, some al- 
Jowance probably will be made. for 
pay increases accompanying bona 
fide promotions. 

Big incomes—Salaries and oth- 
er compensation in excess of $10,- 
.000 a year. Suggestions have been 
made for discouraging such large 
incomes by forbidding employers 
from taking income tax deductions 
for operating expenses for more 
than $10,000 for any one employe. 
There is some consideration of 
budgeting each employer to a total 
payroll, as in Canada, where com- 
pensation of individual executives 
may be adjusted up or down as 
long as the total payroll doesn’t 
exceed some formula.

any Negro teacher less than the 
salary paid a white teacher with 
the same qualifications and ex- 
perience.” 


OPA TO LET PROCESSORS 
OF APPLES BOOST PRICES 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administration 
announced today it would permit 


japple processors to increase mini- 


mum prices for canned apples, 
applesauce, apple juice, cider and 
dried apples. 

OPA will permit canners to ad- 
vance their 1941 prices on canned 
apples and applesauce a tota] of 
18% per cent. Ten per cent of this 
increase is to cover cost increases 
other than raw fruit and 8% per 
cent is for added raw material 
cost, 

OPA said the increase had been 
calculated so that canners would 
be able to pay $6.50 more per ton 
on the average for canning apples 
than was paid during the 1941

SIGNS POINT TO JAP’ MOVE IN NORTH

HE military situation in China 
T is one of the brightest spots 
in the war situation from the 
United Nations’ point of view. It 
is bright because the Chinese are 
making very definite and valuable 
gains; it is bright because of the 
renewed demonstration, if such 
were needed, of Chinese: spirit and 
fighting qualities; and it is bright 
because of its implications as to 
the real and fundamental weak- 
ness of the widely over-extended 
Japanese. military pdsition.. Like 
the character in an anecdote made 
famous by one of our own. elder 
statesmen, Japan. is very clearly 
unable to pull its shirt down. in 
front without pulling it up behind. 
It is probable that the Japanese 
timetable for this year is badly 
out of gear. Japanese operations 


certainly were undertaken for the 
purpose of reducing to full pos- 
session the railway linking Hang- 
chow with Nanchang and elimi- 
nating Chinese control of the great 
air bases in Eastern Chekiang. 
The Japanese did succeed in tak- 
ing the air bases and the whole 
of the railway, but they could not 
retain these acquisitions. The Chi- 
nese have retaken the greater part 
of the railway line, they have re- 
captured the two principal air 
bases and they are battering at 
the gates of both Nanchang and 
Kinhwa. He would have been an 
optimist, indeed, who even a month 
ago would have prophesied such 
sweeping Chinese successes.

NEW DELHI, Sept. 2.

its civil disobedience movement more than three weeks ago. Indians 


of nearly all shades of opinion are pleading with the Government to 
take the initiative in trying to effect a settlement by political means, 
but it is plain that the British authorities in his country are deter- 
mined not to conciliate the Congress until the violent aspects of 
Mohandas K. Gandhi’s “open rebellion” are stamped out. 


“There will be no more Munichs 
in India,” a high official told me. 

That is the inflexible attitude of 
India’s rulers and nothing but a 
change of heart in London could 
modify it. The British here hold 
that the situation has gone too far 
for compromise. They have not 
lost faith in the effectiveness of 
police and military measures and 
point to the gradual recession of 
violence in most~parts of the coun- 
try as substantiation of their be- 
liefs that within a matter of weeks 
law and order can be pretty gen- 
erally restored. 

A great. many Indians do not 
outlook. They admit 
that violence is declining, but point 
out ‘that interruptions in some 
branches of industry and ¢om- 
munications still constitute a 
threat to India’s war effort. Nor 
is there yet any certainty that the 
Congress’ attempts to put the 
movement on an organized under- 
ground basis has been frustrated. 
There is also danger that Japanese 
fifth columnists and saboteurs will 
attempt to seize this opportunity 
for extending the scope of their 
operations. 


Struggle to Finish. 

As things look today, this is a 
struggle to the finish between the 
Government and the Congress and 
it will drag on indecisively until 
one side or the other has had 
enough. The sad fact is that no 
matter how effective the Govern- 


ment’s repressive measures may be 
in suppressing violence, they have 


not reduced one iota the underly- 
ing bitterness and sullenness which 
is by no means confined solely to 
Congress members. If anything, 
this feeling has been exacerbated 
by the last three weeks’ events. 
New proof that there is no rea- 
son for complacency over India’s 
internal situation was provided on 
Monday by the working committee 
of the Hindu Mahasabha, which 
speaks for a considerable faction 
of the Hindu majority of this coun- 
try. The Mahasabha’s high com- 
mand has adopted a resolution 
strikingly similar to that of the 
Indian National Congress - which 
precipitated civil disobedience. It 
asks for the immediate declaration 
by Great Britain of India’s inde- 
pendence and the establishment 


‘of a national government contain- 


ing representatives of all parties, 
and commits itself to the fullest 
prosecution of the war. The pres- 
ent commander in chief (Gen. Sir 
Archibald Wavell) would retain 
control of military operations and 
the Government would raise a true 
national army to assist in the war 
effort. The resolution demands the 
immediate release of imprisoned 
Indian leaders and the opening of 
negotiations among all factions for 
settlement of the Indian question.

Yet 
because Representative Lauf of Cole County and 
enough members of the last session were willing to 
flout democracy, Missouri is now put to the unneces- 
sary trouble and expense of fighting this battle all

U-boat depredations in the Western Atlantic are 
being “slowly but surely” reduced, Hanson W. Bald- 
win, the New York Times military analyst, wrote two 
weeks ago. That was the first authentic bit of good 
news on a situation that had become appalling. Now 
comes additional good news and a larger chunk of it 
—a tabulation by the Associated Press disclosing 
that Allied ship losses in the Western Atlantic dur- 
ing August were only a fourth of the June total. 
However, some torpedoings are not known of until 
survivors are picked up weeks later. 
' The fact that Berlin has admitted that its sub- 
marines are encountering “vicissitudes,” and the re- 
ducing of war risk premiums on certain voyages, are 
good indications that the U-boats are suffering.

SAY COMPROMISE 
IS IMPOSSIBLE

With both the Congress and the 
Mahasabha—two of the strongest 
influences among the Hindu major- 
ity—demanding immediate inde- 
endence, with the Moslem League 
oof and un-co-operative and with 
even the Communists, on whom 
the British had counted for sup- 
port, taking a highly critical line 
and clamoring for negotiation, not 
many remain except for a few poli- 
ticilans with comparatively small 
followings, many of whom are also 
advocating renewal of Government 
efforts to effect a settlement. 

M. N. Roy, former Communist 
and leader of the numerically 
small Radical Democratic party, 
remains loyal to the British war 
effortsbut is baffled by the arrest 
of several of his subordinate of- 
ficers. His newspaper . reports 
these arrests under the heading, 
“Trony or What?” 

In other words, even if the 
British succeed in suppressing civil 
disobedience by force, they face 
the prospect of country-wide 
apathy unless they find a formula 
for a settlement acceptable to the 
major parties and show willing- 
ness to modify their present atti- 
tude accordingly. It is a difficult 
prospect, ‘ . 
Special Session. 

Realizing that the British are 
dead set against resuming talks 
with Gandhi under present circum- 
stances, some _ influential non- 
Congress Indiahs are strongly urg- 
ing the government voluntarily to 
take steps to increase Indian re- 
sponsibility by the complete In, 
dianization of the viceroy’s coun- 
cil, granting its members wider 
powers and reaffirming in un- 
equivocal. manner the intention of 
Britain to grant full independence 
to India after the war. 

Advocates of thi« line hold that 
it would steal at least some of 
Gandhi's thunder and win new 
friends for the government from 
among those Indian elements 
which-are sitting on the political 
fence. 

It is to be expected that India’s 
political linen will be pretty fully 
aired at a special session of ‘the 
legislature called for Sept. 14. Con- 
gress members will be absent but 
critics of the government’s will not 
be lacking.

BARON DE ROTHSCHILD 
DES MANE HOME 


Alphonse, One of Five Bro- 
thers in Austrian Branch of 
Financier Family. 


BAR HARBOR, Me., Sept. 2 
(AP).—Baron Alphonse de Roths- 
child, member of the famous fam- 
ily of financiers, died at his sum- 
mer home here yesterday after a 
long filness. He was 64 years old. 

Baron Rothschild, a native of 
Vienna, came to this country from 
Austria two years ago and shortly 
afterwards established a summer 
residence here. 

He leaves his wife, Clarice Mon- 
tefiori de Rothschild, member of a 
prominent English family; two 
daughters, Bettina and Gwendolyn; 
two brothers, Louis and Eugene de 
Rothschild of Austria, and a sister, 
Baroness de Springer of England. 
Funeral services will be held in 
New York City Friday. . 

Baron Alphonse de Rothschild 
was a member of the Austrian 
branch of the banking family 
founded in the eighteenth century 
by Mayer Amschel, the Jewish 
money lender of Frankfort, Ger- 
many, who later established his 
sons in France, Germany, England 
and Austria. - 

Solomon, born in 1774, was the 
one sent to Austria where he died, 
rich and respected, in 1855. Al- 
phonse was one of his five grand- 
sons. The others were Baron 
Georg, who was insane for years 
in an Austrian asylum; Baron Os- 
car, who committed suicide in 1909 
when his father forbade .him to 
marry the granddaughter of a Chi- 
cago boarding house keeper; Baron. 
Louis, a bachelor, who spent his 
time away from banking in polo- 
playing and in research in geology, 
biology and chemistry, and Baron 
Eugene. 

When the Nazis took Austria 
Louis was held prisoner for a year. 
On. hig release he went to Paris: 
Eugene, his fortune gone and fear- 
ing for his life because he was a 
Jew, reached San Sebastian, Spain, 
without a penny, and eventually 
reached New York after the col- 
lapse of France. 

Alphonse fled in better circum- 
stances, but his health was ruined. 
His widow is the former Clarice 
Adelaide Montefiore, daughter of 
the Jewish banker, Edmund Sebag 
Montefiore. 

The brothers had one sister, Bar- 
oness Valentine Springer.

AMPLIFICATION OF RESOLUTION 
BY CATHOLIC VEREIN ON WAR 


_ W. P. Kenkel, director of Central 
Bureau, Catholic Central Verein, 
has requested the Post-Dispatch to 
print the text of two paragraphs 


of the resolutions adopted the 
Verein’s national convention, held 
here last week. A condensed form 
of a part of the resolutions, furn- 
ished to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
at the meeting, caused objections 
by members of the organization. 

The resolutions declared that 
Bolshevism and Nazism have sys- 
tematized the errors of irreligion, 
and have sought to solve social 
problems ‘by sheer force. “The ter- 
rible Second World War, there- 
fore,” the resolutions state, “is the 
effect and culmination of errors 
and misdeeds, the collective re- 
sponsibility for which rests on all 
nations and society as a whole.” 

Renewal of human relations can- 
not be brought about, the resolu- 
tions state, “by merely condemn- 
ing those nations whose guilt is 
more obvious than that of others, 
nor alone by superior physical 
power and resources.” The resolu- 
tions further say that the mem- 
bers are “filled with a justified 
will to win the war, and resolved 
to bend to this end all our ener- 
gies,” and that “only a just peace 
is worth warring for and will be 
of lasting benefit.”

No less than 538 
partisan leaders were awarded the 
highest military orders of the 
Soviet Union for months of most 
dangerous fighting and sabotage 
inside Nazi lines. More than 30 
of these awards were won by Rus- 
sian women. The orders were 
granted to partisans in the 


In the list of orders, published 
by today’s newspapers, nine parti- 
sans received the supreme Order of 
Hero of the Soviet Union, 48 
were given the Order of Lenin, 176 
the Red Banner and 805 the Red 
Star. 

' At a moment when the Don basin 
and the Don steppes and much of 
Kuban and the North Caucasus are 
occupied by Germans the Govern- 
ment’s tribute to the courage and 
disruptive skill of guerrilla fight- 
ers in other parts of the occupied 
—— cannot fail to spur parti- 
san movements wherever the Nazis 
have penetrated. These awards, 
therefore, are another example of 
the perfect timing with which the 
Soviet Government continues to 
build up the morale of its people. 
Russia’s widespread, completely 
voluntary partisan movements, 
consisting of peasants, collective 
farmers, workers, youngsters in 
their ‘teens, undoubtedly consti- 
tutes one of the most. dramatic

Alexei Ondarenko, who is com- 
missar of several partisan detach- 
ments which annihilated 7500 Ger- 
mans, blew up scores of munition 
dumps, bridges and bases. Onda- 
renko also organized a campaign 
in the enemy's rear whereby the 
population of occupied regions sub- 
scribed 1,000,000 rubles to the Soviet 
War Loan and collected. 530,000 
rubles cash for the defense fund. 
Dimitri Yemultine, whose guer- 
rilla units fought off several Nazi 
regiments—supported by aircraft, 
routed the Germans, destroyed 3000 
of them and liberated 379 inhabited 
points.

One school of thought main- 
tains that decay of teeth can be 
prevented and controlled simply 
by “a complete and optimum diet- 
ary program,” while the other 
school maintains that it is caused 
by the presence and activity of 
germs in the mouth, specifically 
the germ called ‘lactobacillus 
acidophilus,” and that this is not 
controlled by supplementing the 
diet with vitamin D, but depends 
on the amount of sugar in the diet.

DR. COLLINS and his ¢o-work- 
ers had the idea of taking groups 
with healthy teeth free from de 
cay and inquiring about their diets 
and the number of germs in their 
mouths. They divided the persons 
studied into three groups, 

Group I- was completely caries- 
free and 81 per cent of them had 
no lactobacillue germs in the 
mouth. 

Group IT had a great deal of de 
cay and 87 per cent had a high 
count of lactobacillus in the 
mouth, 

Group III had questionable dew 
cay activity and 69 per cent had 
lactobacillus in the mouth, 

The diets of all three groups 
showed little difference, The 
caries-free group had no more 
protein, calcium, ph 
carotene, thiamine, vitamins C and
